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Philosophical verification of the common distinction between 
“finer” and “coarser” instincts is outlined by Professor J. E, Turner 
of the University of Liverpool in his article on Instinct: Natural and 
Spiritual. We are again happy to present a discussion from the pen 
of the well-known English realist and personalist. 


In Machines and Civilization, Professor Clarence Marsh Case, 
of the School of Social Welfare at the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia, portrays the individualizing, “atomic” tendency in modern 
life, as distinct from the older and more valuable social solidarity.
